Quantities of yarn are approximate as they 
are based on average requirements.

It is important to check your tension 
before starting your garment. If there are 
too many stitches to 10 cm, your tension 
is tight and you should change to a larger 
size needle. If there are too few, your 
tension is loose and you should change to 
a smaller size needle.

To help new knitters we recommend Batons 
Woolcraft manual, which contains all basic 
information on methods of casting on and off, 
with diagrams showing you how to knit and 
sew up your garment.

With 5 mm needles cast on 41 [45,49] sts. 



Rib row 1 — K1 , *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to end. 
Rib row 2 — PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from * to end. 
Rep the last 2 rows 3 times more, then row 1 
again. 

Increase row— Rib4[2,4], *M1 , rib 2; rep from 
* to last 5[3,5] sts. Ml , rib to end. 58[66, 70] 
sts. 

Change to 6 mm needles and patt thus: 
Row 1 — (RS), Purl. 

Row 2 — K1 , *(K1 , PI , K1 ) into next st, P3tog; 
rep from Mo last st, K1. 

Row 3 — Purl. 

Row 4 — K1 , *P3tog, (K1 , PI , K1 ) into next st; 
rep from * to last st, K1 . 

These 4 rows form Trinity st. Cont In patt until 
Back meas 26(31,36] cm (or adjust to suit) 
ending with a WS row. Cast off. 



LEFT FRONT 



With 5 mm needles cast on 23(25,27] sts and 
work 2 rows in rib as for Back. 

Boy’s Front only 

Buttonhole row— Rib to last 4 sts, yfwd, 
K2tog, rib 2. 

Boy’s and Girl’s Front 

Cont in rib until 9 rows have been worked from 

beg. 

Increase row — Rib 5, slip these sts on to a 
holder, rib 2(1,3]. *M1 , rib 2(2,1 ], Ml , rib 2; rep 
from * to last 4(3,4] sts. Ml , rib 2, Ml , rib to 
end. 26(30.34] sts. 

Change to 6 mm needles and work in patt 
as on Back until front is 9(9,1 1] rows shorter 



than Back to shoulder, thus ending at front 
edge. 

Shape Neck 

Note: During shaping when there are Insuffi- 
cient sts to work a complete patt repeat, work 
these sts in reverse stocking st. 

Next row— Cast off 2f3,4] sts, patt to end. 
Keeping patt correct dec 1 st at neck edge on 
next 3(3,4] rows. 21(24,261 sts rem. Work 
5(5,6] rows straight. Cast orf. 



RIGHT FRONT 



With 5 mm needles cast on 23(25,27] sts and 
work 2 rows in rib as for Back. 

Girl’s Front only 

Buttonhole row — Rib 3, yfwd, K2tog, rib to 
end. 

Girl’s and Boy’s Front 

Cont in rib until 9 rows have been worked from 

beg. 

Increase row — Rib 2(1 ,3], *M1 , rib 2(2,1 ], Ml , 
rib 2; rep from * to last 9(8,9] sts. Ml, rib 2, 
Ml , rib 2(1 ,2], turn and slip rem 5 sts on to a 
holder. 26(30,34] sts. 

Change to 6 mm needles and work in patt 
as on Back until front is 8(8,10] rows shorter 
than Back to shoulder thus ending at front 
edge. 

Shape Neck 

Next row — Cast off 2(3,4] sts, P to end. 
Keeping patt correct dec 1 st at neck edge on 
next 3(3,4] rows. 2ir24,261 sts rem. Work 
4(4,5] rows straight. Cast off.

SLEEVES 



With 5 mm needles cast on 23[27,27] sts and 
work 9 rows in rib as on Back. 

Increase row — Rib 1 [3,3], *M1 , rib 2; rep from 
* to last 2[4.4] sts, M1 , rib to end. 34[38, 38] 
sts. 

Change to 6 mm needles and work 4 rows 
in patt as on Back. Cont in patt shaping sides 
by inc 1 st at each end of next and every foil 
4th[6th,6th] row until there are 42[46,50] sts 
taking inc sts into patt (see Note on Left 
Front). Work straight until sleeve meas 
16[20,25] cm (or adjust to suit) ending with a 
WS row. Cast off. 



COLLAR 



With 5 mm needles cast on 51 [55,59] sts and 
work 1 0 rows in rib as on Back. Cast off 8 sts 
in rib at beg of next 4 rows. Cast off rem 
19[23,27] sts. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. 

Button Border 

With 5 mm needles cast on 1 st and with RS 
of left front or WS of right front facing rib 
across sts on holder. 6 sts. Cont in rib until 
border when slightly stretched fits up front 
to start of neck shaping ending with a RS row 
for left front border or a WS row for right front 
border. Cast off in rib. 

Sew border in place stretching evenly. Mark 
positions for 6 buttons, the first to match exist- 
ing buttonhole in right or left front welt and the 
6th to be placed 1 cm below cast off edge. 
Space remainder evenly between. 

Buttonhole Border 

Work as for Button Border, at the same time 
making buttonholes to match markers on RS 
rows as before. 

Sew Buttonhole Border in place. Join 
shoulder seams. Sew cast off edge of collar 
to neck edge starting and finishing halfway 
across front borders. Place centre of cast off 
edge of sleeves to shoulder seams and sew 
sleeves in position to Back and Fronts. Note: 
armhole should meas approx 10[11,12] cm. 
Join side and sleeve seams. Sew on buttons. 



Hat 

With 5 mm needles cast on 57[61 ,65] sts and 
work in rib as on Back of Jacket for 6 cm 
ending with row 2. 

Increase row — Rjb 4[6,3], *M 1 , rib 2[2,3], Ml , 
rib 3; rep from * to last 3[5,2] sts, Ml , rib to 
end. 78[82,86] sts. 

Change to 6 mm needles and work in patt 
as on Back of Jacket until Hat meas 14[15,16] 
cm from beg, ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Decrease row — K3[2,2], *K2tog, K3; rep 
from * to last 5[5,4] sts, K2tog, K to end. 
63[66,69] sts rem. 

Change to 5 mm needles. 

Next row — Knit. 

Shape Top 

Row 1 — K3[6,9], *K2tog, K8; rep from * to 
end. 57[60,63] sts rem. 

Row 2 and every alt row— Knit. 



Row 3— K3[6.9], *K2tog. K7; rep from * to 
end. 51 [54.57] sts rem. 

Row 5— K3[6.1], *K2tog, K6; rep from * to 
end. 45[48.50] sts rem. 

Row 7— K3[6.1], *K2tog. K5; rep from * to 
end. 39[42.43] sts rem. 

Row 9— K3[6.1], *K2tog. K4; rep from * to 
end. 33[36.36] sts rem. 

Row 11— K3[1,1], *K2tog, K3; rep from * to 
end. 27[29.29] sts rem. 

Row 13— K3[1,1], *K2tog, K2; rep from * to 
end. 21 [22,22] sts rem. 

Row 15— K3[1.1], *K2tog, K1; rep from * to 
end. 15 sts rem. 

Row 16 — K1 , *K2tog; rep from * to end. 
Break yarn, thread through rem 8 sts, draw up 
firmly and fasten off. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. Join back seam reversing 
seam on rib. Make a pom-pom and sew firmly 
to top of crown. Turn back brim.

K2tog, 
psso, K3, yfwd. K1 ; rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 
Row 2 and every alt row — K4. P to last 4 sts. 
K4. 

Row 3 — K6, *yfwd, K2, sLIK, K2tog. psso, 
K2, yfwd, K3; rep from * to last 3 sts, K3. 
Row 5 — K7, *yfwd. K1, sLIK, K2tog, psso, 
K1 , yfwd. K5; rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 
Row 7 — K8, *yfwd, sLI K. K2tog, psso, yfwd, 
K7: rep from * to last st, K1 . 

Row 8 — As row 2. 

Cont front border patt only as follows: 

Row 9 — K5, *yfwd, K3, sLIK. K2tog, psso, 
K3, yfwd*, K to last 1 4 sts, rep from * to *, K5. 
Row 11— K6, *yfwd, K2, sLIK. K2tog, psso, 
K2. yfwd*. K to last 1 3 sts. rep from * to *, K6. 
Row 13 — K7, *yfwd, K1, sLIK. K2tog, psso, 
K1 , yfwd*. K to last 1 2 sts. rep from * to *, K7. 
Row 15 — K8, *yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso, 
yfwd*.

Row 16 — As row 2. 

Rep rows 9 to 16 inclusive 2J3,5] times more, 
at the same time making buttonholes on 
Right Front on 3rd[1st,7th] and every foil 
8th[1 0th, 10th] row throughout. 

To make a buttonhole — (RS), K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, patt to end. 

Work 0[6,0] more rows, thus ending with row 
16[14.16]of patt. 

Divide, for Raglan Armholes 
Next row— Patt 25[29,31] sts, cast off next 
6[4.4] sts, knit until there are 47[53,59] sts on 
right-hand needle after casting off, cast off 
next 6[4,4] sts, patt to end. 

Next row— Patt 25[29,31] sts, turn and work 
on these sts for Left Front. 

Next row— K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso, patt to end. 
Next row — K4, P to end. 

Keeping patt correct rep the last 2 rows until 
1 8[21 ,20] sts rem ending at front edge. 

Shape Neck 

Next row — K4. Pi [2,1], slip these 5[6,5] sts 
on to a holder. P to end. 

Cont to dec 1 st at raglan edge on next and 
foil alt row. at the same time dec 1 st at neck 
edge on next 3 rows. Purl 1 row. 

46, 51 cm sizes: Dec 1 st at raglan edge and 
1 st at neck edge on next row.

All sizes: 8 sts rem. 

Next row — K1 , sLI K. K2tog, psso, work 2 sts, 
work 2tog.

With WS facing rejoin yarn to next st at divi- 
sion for armholes.

Next row — Purl. 

Rep the last 2 rows until 29[31,31] sts rem 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row — K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, K to last 4 
sts, K3tog, K1. 

Next row — Purl. 

Rep the last 2 rows twice more. Slip rem 



1 7[1 9. 1 9] sts on a spare needle. 

With WS facing rejoin yarn to next st at divi- 
sion for armholes, P to last 4 sts, K4. Work 
on these 25[29.31] sts for Right Front. Con- 
tinuing to make buttonholes as before and 
keeping patt correct, work as follows: 

Next row — Patt to last 3 sts, K2tog, K1 . 
Next row — P to last 4 sts, K4. 

Rep the last 2 rows until 18[21,20] sts rem 
ending at front edge. 

Shape Neck 

Next row — K5[6,5], slip these sts on to a 
holder, patt to last 3 sts. K2tog, K1 . 

Dec 1 st at raglan edge on foil alt row, at the 
same time dec 1 st at neck edge on next 3 
rows. 

46, 51 cm sizes: Dec 1 st at raglan edge on 
next row, then dec 1 st at neck edge on foil 
row.

Dec 1 st on foil alt row. Cast off rem 2 sts. 



SLEEVES 



With 4 mm needles cast on 31 [41 .41 ] sts and 
work 3 rows in garter st. 

Commence Patt 

Row 1— (RS), K1, *yfwd, K3, sLIK, K2tog, 
psso, K3, yfwd, K1 ; rep from * to end. 

Row 2 and every ait row — Purl. 

Row 3 — K2, yfwd, K2, sLI K, k2tog, psso, K2, 
yfwd, *K3, yfwd, K2, sLIK, K2tog, psso, K2, 
yfwd; rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 

Row 5 — K3, yfwd, K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, K1 , 
yfwd, *K5, yfwd, K1, sLIK, K2tog, psso, K1, 
yfwd; rep from * to last 3 sts, K3. 

Row 7 — K4, yfwd, sLIK, K2tog, psso, yfwd, 
*K7, yfwd, sLI K, K2tog, psso, yfwd; rep from 
* to last 4 sts, K4. 

Row 8 — Purl. 

Cont in stocking st, starting knit, shaping 
sides by inc 1 st at each end of next and every 
foil 4th[1 6th, 10th] row until there are 41 [45, 
49] sts. 

Work straight until sleeve meas 1 2[1 4, 1 6] cm 
(or adjust to suit) ending with RS facing for 
next row. 

Shape Raglan Top 

Cast off 3[2,2] sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Row 3 — K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso, K to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, K1. 

Row 4 — Purl. 

Rep the last 2 rows until 15[19,15] sts rem 
ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row— K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, K to last 4 
sts, K3tog, K1. 

Next row — Purl. 

Rep the last 2 rows 1[2,1] times more. Slip 
rem 7 sts on to a holder. 



MAKE UP 



Press according to instructions on ball band. 
Join raglan seams. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing slip sts at right front neck on 
to a 33/4 mm needle, rejoin yarn and knit up 
8[9,10] sts up right side of front neck, knit 
across sts at right sleeve top, back neck and 
left sleeve top, knit up 8[9,10] sts down left 
side of front neck and knit across sts at left 



front neck. 57[63.63] sts. 

Work 4 rows in garter st, making buttonhole 
as before on 2nd of these rows. Cast off 
knitwise. 

Join sleeve seams. Sew on buttons. 



Bonnet 

With 4 mm needles cast on 61 [71 ,71 ] sts and 
work 3 rows in garter st (every row knit). Work 
8 rows in patt as given for Sleeves of Jacket. 
Cont in stocking st, starting knit, until bonnet 
meas 1 1 [12,1 3] cm ending with RS facing for 
next row. Tie a marker at each end of last 
row. 

Shape Back 

Row 1— K4, sLIK, K2tog, psso, *K7, sLIK, 
K2tog, psso; rep from * to last 4 sts, K4. 
49[57,57] sts rem. 

Work 3[5,5] rows straight. 

Next row — K3, sLIK, K2tog, psso, *K5, 
sLI K, K2tog, psso; rep from * to last 3 sts, K3. 
37[43,43] sts rem. 

Work 3 rows straight. 

Next row — K2, sLIK, K2tog, psso, *K3, 
sLI K, K2tog, psso; rep from * to last 2 sts, K2. 
25[29,29] sts rem. 

Work 3 rows straight. 

Next row — K1, *sL1K, K2tog, psso, K1; rep 
from* to end. 13[15,15] sts rem. 

Break yarn, thread through rem sts, draw up 
firmly and fasten off. 



MAKE UP 



Press according to instructions on ball band. 
Join back seam from markers. 

Neck Border 

With 33/4 mm needles and RS facing, knit up 
48[52,56] sts evenly around neck edge of 
Bonnet. Work 4 rows in garter st. Cast off 
knitwise. 

Strap 

With 33/4 mm needles cast on 4 sts and work 
in garter st for 4 cm. 

Buttonhole row— K2, yfwd, K2tog. 

Work 3 more rows in garter st. Cast off. 

Sew strap to one end of neck edging. Sew on 
button to neck border. 



Mitts 

With 4 mm needles cast on 31 [31 ,41 ] sts and 
work 3 rows in garter st (every row knit). Work 
8 rows in patt as given for Sleeves of Jacket. 
Decrease row— K2[6,2], K2tog, (K3[15,3], 
K2tog) 5[1,7] times, K2[6,2]. 25[29,33] sts 
rem. 

Work 2 rows in garter st. 

Eyelet row — PI, *yrn, P3tog, yrn, PI; rep 
from * to end. 

Work 2 rows in garter st. 

Work in stocking st, starting knit, until mitt 
meas 5[6,7] cm from eyelet row ending with 
RS facing for next row. 

Shape Top 

Next row — K1, *sL1K, K1, psso, K7[9,11], 
K2tog, K1; rep from * once more. 21 [25,29] 
sts rem. 

Purl 1 row. 



Next row— K1, *sL1K, K1, psso, K5[7,9], 
K2tog, K1; rep from.* once more. 17[21,25] 
sts rem. 

Purl 1 row. 

Next row— K1, *sL1K, K1, psso, K3[5,7], 
K2tog, K1; rep from * once more.

Row 4 — Knit. 

These 4 rows form the patt. Cont in patt until 
piece meas approx 18[21 ,24] cm ending with 
row 4 of patt. 

Decrease and Buttonhole row — K2, yfwd, 
K2tog, K1, (K2tog, K1) 7[11,11] times, 
*K2tog; rep from * to last 26(38,38] sts, (K1, 
K2tog) 7(11,11] times, K5. 143(159,171] sts 
rem. 

Divide for Armholes 

Next row — K37(41,44], turn and work on 
these sts for Left Front. 

★ Continuing in garter st throughout work 
straight until armhole meas 5(6,7] cm ending 
with WS facing for next row (work 1 row more 
here for Right Front). 

Shape Neck 

Cast off 9(10,1 0] sts at beg of next row. Dec 
1 St at neck edge on next and foil 2(2,3] alt 
rows, then every foil 4th row twice. 23(26,28] 
sts rem. Work 9(11,13] rows straight, thus 
ending at armhole edge. 

Shape Shoulder 

Cast off 6(7,7] sts at beg of next and foil 2 alt 
rows. Knit 1 row. Cast off rem 5(5,7] sts. 
Mark positions on front edge for 4 buttons, the 
first to match existing buttonhole on right front 
and the 4th 1 cm below start of neck shaping. 
Space rem 2 buttons evenly between. 

With WS facing rejoin yarn to next st at divi- 
sion for armholes, K69[77,83], turn and work 
on these sts for Back. 

Continuing in garter st, work straight until 
Back is 1 row shorter than Left Front to start 
of shoulder shaping, thus ending with WS 
facing for next row. 

Shape Back Neck and Shoulders 
Next row — K26(29,31], cast off next 
17(19,21] sts, K to end. 

Complete this side first. 

★★ Next row — Cast off 6(7,7] sts, K to end. 
Next row — K2tog, K to end.

These 8 rows form the patt. Cont in patt until 
Back meas approx 17(19,21] cm ending with 
row 1 or 5 of patt.

K3, PI , (K2. P2) 3 times, K2, PI , K3, P3, K3, 
P2, (K1, PI) 9(1 1,1 2] times. 

Row 17— (PI, K1) 9(11,12] times, PI, yb, 
sLIK, P3, K3, P3, K1, (P2, K2) 3 times. P2, 
K1, P3, K3, P3, yb, sLIK, PI, (K1, PI) 
9(11,12] times. 

Row 18— (K1, PI) 10(12,13] times, K3, 
P3tog, K3, PI , (K2. P2) 3 times, K2, PI , K3, 
P3tog, K3, (PI, K1) 10(12,13] times. 

Row 19 — As row 1 1 . 

Row 20 — As row 12. 

These 20 rows form centre panel. Cont in patt 
until Front meas approx 13(18,21] cm ending 
with row 10(6.14] of patt panel. 

Shape Raglans 

Note: Count 3 or 5 made sts of each ‘popcorn’ 

as 1 st throughout. 

Keeping patt correct cast off 2(2,1] sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. 

Row 3 — K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso. patt to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, K1. 

Row 4 — P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep the last 2 rows until 42(44.48] sts rem, 
thus ending with row 15(17.7] of panel (see 
Note). 

Shape Neck 

Next row— P2, patt 12(12,14] sts (counting 3 
or 5 made sts of ‘popcorn’ as 1 st), turn and 
complete this side first. 

★★ Cont to dec 1 st at raglan edge as before 
on next and every alt row, at the same time 
dec 1 st at neck edge on next 3 rows, then foil 



2(2,3] alt rows. 5 sts rem. Work 1 row 
straight 

Next row— PI , K3tog, K1 . 

Next row— P2, K1. 

Next row— K2tog, K1. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 

With WS facing slip centre 1 4(1 6, 1 6] sts on to 
a spare needle, rejoin yarn to neck edge of 
rem 14(14.16] sts, patt to last 2 sts, P2. Work 
as given for first side from ★★ to 
Next row— K1 . sLI K, K2tog, psso, PI . 

Next row— K1, P2. 

Next row — K1 , sLI K. K1 , psso. 

Cast off rem 2 sts. 



BACK 



Work as for Front to ★. 

Increase row— Rib 5(5,6], *M1, rib 9(10,11]; 
rep from * to last 5(6,6] sts. Ml, rib to end. 
61(67,73] sts. 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt thus: 
Row 1 — (RS), PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from * to end. 
Row 2 — K1 , *P1 . K1 ; rep from * to end. 

Row 3 — As row 2. 

Row 4 — As row 1 . 

These 4 rows form double moss st. Cont in 
patt until back meas same as Front to start of 
armhole shaping thus ending with RS facing 
for next row. 

Shape Raglans 

Cast off 2(2,1] sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Row 3 — K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso, patt to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, K1 . 

Row 4 — P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep the last 2 rows until 23(21,27] sts rem 
ending with a WS row. 

46[56] cm sizes only 

Next row — K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, patt to last 
4 sts, K3tog, K1 . 

Next row — P2. patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

All sizes: Slip rem 19(21.23] sts on to a 
holder. 



SLEEVES 



With 3^4 mm needles cast on 33(35,37] sts 
and work 1 3 rows in rib as for Front. 
Increase row — Rib 1 (2,3], *M1 , rib 6; repfrom 
* to last 2(3.4] sts. Ml , rib to end. 39(41 .43] 
sts. 

Change to 4 mm needles and work 4 rows 
in double moss st as for Back. Cont in patt 
shaping sides by inc 1 st at each end of next 
and every foil 5th(7th,7th] row until there are 
49(53,59] sts taking inc sts into patt. Work 
straight until sleeve meas 16(20,24] cm (or 
adjust to suit) ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Shape Raglan Top 

Cast off 2(2,1] sts at beg of next 2 rows. 

Row 3 — K2, patt to last 2 sts, K2. 

Row 4 — P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Row 5 — K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso, patt to last 3 sts, 
K2tog, K1. 

Row 6 — P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 

Rep the last 2 rows only until 15(11,19] sts 
rem ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row — K1 , sLI K, K2tog, psso, patt to last 
4 sts, K3tog, K1 . 

Next row — P2, patt to last 2 sts, P2. 
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46[56] cm sizes: Rep the last 2 rows 1[2] 
times more. 

All sizes: Slip rem 7 sts on to a holder. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. Join front raglan seams and left 
back raglan seam. 

Neck Border 

With 3^4 mm needles and RS facing knit 
across sts at back neck dec 2 sts evenly, knit 
across sts of left sleeve top, knit up 1 0[1 0,12] 
sts down left side of neck, knit across sts at 
centre front dec 4 sts evenly, knit up 10[10, 
12] sts up right side of neck and knit across 
sts of right sleeve top. 61 [65,71 ] sts. 

Startino with row 2, work in rib as on Front for 
6 cm. Slip sts on to a thread. 

Fold neck border in half to inside and slip 
stitch loosely in place, allowing for stretch 
and taking care to catch every stitch. Join left 
back raglan seam and ends of neck border. 
Note: If neck opening is required leave neck 
border and top 6 cm of raglan open and with 
crochet hook work 1 row of dc around 
opening, then work a 2nd row making 3 
buttonloops evenly spaced on one side by 
working 2 ch in place of 1 dc. Fasten off. 
Join side and sleeve seams. Sew on buttons 
If required. 



Pants 



LEGS (Both alike) 



With 3V4 mm needles cast on 43[45,49] sts 
and work 13 rows in rib as for Front of 
Sweater. 

Increase row — Rib 4[3,3], *M1 , rib 2; rep from 
* to last 5[4,4] sts, Ml, rib to end. 61 [65, 71] 
sts. 

Change to 4 mm needles and work 4 rows 
in double moss st as for Back of Sweater. 
Cont In patt shaping sides by inc 1 st at each 
end of next and every foil 5th[5th,6th] row until 
there are 81 [89,97] sts taking inc sts into patt. 
Work straight until leg meas 24[28,32] cm (or 
adjust to suit), ending with RS facing for next 
row. 

Shape Crutch 

Keeping patt correct cast off 2[3,4] sts at beg 
of next 2 rows. Dec 1 st at each end of next 
5 rows, then on foil 2[3,4] alt rows. 63[67,71] 
sts rem. 

Work straight until piece meas 15[17,19] cm 
measured straight from cast off sts ending 
with RS facing for next row. 

Change to 3^4 mm needles and work 3 cm 
in rib as for Frontof Sweater. Cast off loosely 
In rib. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. Join front and back crutch and 
inside leg seams. Join elastic Into a ring and 



place inside waistband. Work a herringbone 
st over elastic onto every alt st of ribbing, thus 
enclosing the elastic. 



Hat 

With 3V/4 mm needles cast on 85[91,97] sts 
and work 6 cm in rib as for Front of Sweater 
ending with row 2. 

Increase row — Rib 4[7,6], *M1 , rib 1 1 [1 1,12]; 
rep from * to last 4[7,7] sts. Ml, rib to end. 
93[99,105] sts. 

Change to 4 mm needles and work in double 
moss st as for Back of Sweater until hat meas 
approx 14[15,16] cm from beg ending with 
row 2 of patt. 

Shape Top 

Row 1— K1, PI, K1, *P3tog, K1, (PI, K1) 4 
times; rep from * to last 6[1 2.6] sts, P3tog, K1 , 
(PI, K1) 1[4,1] times. 77[83,8‘^ sts rem. 
Row 2 — PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from * to end. 

Row 3 — As row 2. 

Row 4 — K1 , *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to end. 
Keeping double moss st correct throughout, 
cont as follows: 

Row 5 — Patt 3, *P3tog, patt 7; rep from * to 
last 4[10,4] sts, P3tog, patt to end. 61 [67,69] 
sts rem. 

Work 3 rows straight. 

Row 9— Patt 3, *P3tog, patt 5; rep from * to 
last 1 0[8,1 0] sts, P3tog, patt to end. 47[51 ,53] 
sts rem. 

Work 1 row straight. 

Row 11 — Patt 3, *K3tog, patt 3; rep from * to 
last 8[6,8] sts, K3tog, patt to end. 33[35,37] 
sts rem. 

Work 1 row straight. 

Row 13 — Patt 3, *P3tog, K1 ; rep from * to last 
6[4,6] sts, P3tog, patt to end. 19[19,21] sts 
rem. 

Work 1 row straight. 

Row 15 — *K2tog; rep from * to last st, K1 . 
Break yarn, thread through rem 1 0[1 0, 1 1 ] sts, 
draw up firmly and fasten off. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. Join back seam reversing 
seam on rib. Make a pom-pom and sew firmly 
to top of crown. Turn back brim. 



Mitts 



LEFT HAND 



With 3“'/4 mm needles cast on 27[31,35] sts 
and work 10[12,14] rows In rib as for Front of 
Sweater inc 1 st at end of last row. 28[32,36] 
sts. 

Change to 4 mm needles and patt thus: 
Row 1— (RS), K14[16,18], (PI, K1) 7[8,9] 
times. 



Row 2 — (PI , K1 ) 7[8,9] times. P to end. 

Row 3— K13[15.17], PI, (K1, PI) 7[8,9] 
times. 

Row 4 — (K1 , PI ) 7[8.9] times, K1 , P to end. 
These 4 rows form patt. 

Shape Thumb Gusset 
Next row — K10[12.14], K into front and back 
of next st (called inc 1 ), K1 , inc 1 , patt to end. 
Next row— Patt 15[17,19] sts, P to end. 

Next row— K10[12,14], inc 1, K3, inc 1, patt 
to end. 

Next row— Patt 15[17,19] sts, P to end. 

Next row— K10[12,14], Inc 1, K5, inc 1, patt 
to end. 

Keeping patt correct cont to inc 2 sts in this 
way on every alt row until the row ‘K1 0[1 2, 1 4], 
inc 1 , K9[1 1,13], inc 1 , patt to end’ has been 
worked. 38[44,50] sts. 

Divide for Thumb 

Next row— Patt 15[17,19] sts, P12[14,16], 
turn. 

Next row — K10[12,14], turn and work on 
these sts for thumb. 

Purl 1 row. Cont in stocking st dec 1 st at each 
end of next row. 8[10,12] sts rem. Work 
3[3,5] rows straight. 

Next row— (K2tog) 4[5,6] times. 

Break yarn, thread through rem 4[5,6] sts, 
draw up firmly and fasten off. 

With WS facing rejoin yarn at division for 
thumb and P to end. 

Next row— K13[15,1 7], patt to end. 
28[32,36] sts rem. ★★★ 

Work straight until mitt meas 9[1 1 , 1 2] cm from 
beg ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row— K1, sLIK, K1, psso. K7[9,11], 
K2tog, K2, sLIK, K1, psso, patt 9[11,13j, 
K2tog, K1. 24[28,32] sts rem. 

Next row— P2, patt 9[1 1 ,1 3], P to end. 

Next row— K1, sLIK, K1, psso, K5[7,9], 
K2tog, K2, sLIK, K1, psso, patt 7[9,11], 
K2tog, K1. 20[24,28] sts rem. 

Cont to dec 4 sts in this way on foil 2[2,3] alt 
rows. Cast off rem 12[16,16] sts. 



RIGHT HAND 



Work as for Left Hand to ★★★ reading 
K for P, P for K and RS for WS throughout. 
Work straight until mitt meas 9[1 1 , 1 2] cm from 
beg ending with RS facing for next row. 

Next row— K1 , sLI K, K1 , psso, patt 9[1 1,13], 
K2tog, K2, sLIK, K1, psso, K7[9,11], K2tog, 
K1. 24[28,32] sts rem. 

Next row— PI 3[1 5,1 7], patt 9[11,13], P2. 
Next row— K1, sLIK, K1, psso, patt 7[9,11], 
K2tog, K2, sLIK, K1, psso, K5[7,9], K2tog, 
K1. 20[24,28] sts rem. 

Cont to dec 4 sts In this way on foil 2[2,3] alt 
rows. Cast off rem 12[16,16] sts. 



MAKE UP 



Do not press. Join side, top and thumb 
seams.
